TH  £  excellent  Art  of  Mufick,  tp^j  thought:  by  many 
of  the  Wifefl  Anfients,  to  have  derived  its  Original 
immediately* from  heaven ;  as  one  of  the  Fir  ft,  mo  (I 
bentficiai  Gift's  of  the  Divine  Goodnefs  to  Mankind:  thereby  to 
draw  and  allure,  the  w Id,  Yude,  and  (tilt-aught  World,  into  Civil 
Societies-,  and  jot  o  [often  and  prepare  their  Minds  for  the  e  after 
reception  of  all  other  AccoTrtyliflments  ofWifdom  and  Vertue. 

The  moft  Learned  of  the  Ancient  Heathens,  the  Greeks, 
were  fo  much  of  this  Opinion,  that  they  carried  their  Veneration 
for  this  Admirable  Faculty  too  far.  They  believed  they  could 
not  do  it  right,  but  by  affigning  to  it,  for  its  Protection  and  Im- 
provement, fome  peculiar  tutelar y  Gods  of  its  own.  Nay,  when 
to  all  the  other  Ornaments  and  Perfections  of  human  Life,  they 
feldom  appointed  more  than  one  Jingle  Deity  to  pre  fide  over  each 
of  them,  to  Mufick  alone  they  allotted  a  greater  number  of

Guardian  Divinities  than  to  any  of  the  reft ;  fome  of  the  Male, 
but  mo  ft  of  the  Female  and  Fairer  Sex. 

They  were  indeed  mi ftaken,  when  they  beftoWd  on  it  thefe  Fa- 
bulous Honours  ;  and  they  made  but  ill  Gods  of  thofe  Men  and 
Women,  who  would  have  done  excellently  well,  if  they  had  only 
faffed  for  Fatrons  of  it,  or  Inventors  in  it,  as  they  really  were. 

But  in  all  times  of  the  truer  Antiquity,  even  among  ft  God's 
own  peculiar  Feople,  we  find  this  mo  ft  inftruUive  and  delight- 
ful Skill  did  always  meet  with  its  due  and  defervd  Honours, 
Jhort  of  Idolatry,  and  within  the  bounds  of  Sobriety  and  Decency. 

Thus  we  read  in  the  Holy  Scriptures,  not  long  after  the 
Hiftory  of  the  Creation,  the  Name  of  the  Man  is  Solemnly  re- 
corded  with  Renown,  among  the  Founders  of  Nations,  who  was 
the  fir  ft  Inventor  of  the  Harp  and  the  Organ. 

And  undoubtedly,  there  was  never  any  Age  of  the  true  Church 
afterwards,  whether  Jewiih,  or  Chriftian,  wherein  the  Sacred 
delights  of  Muflck  were  not  admitted,  td  bear  an  eminent  Fart 
in  the  Worjlnp  of  the  True  God. 

In  the  Jewilh  Church,  it  is  certain,  that  even  before  the 
Temple  it  felf  was  built,  while  it  was  yet  only  in  Defign,  God 
Infpird  David,  the  Man  after  his  own  Heart,  to  Compofe  be- 
fore-hand, the  Hymns  and  Divine  Anthems  that  were  to  be 
Sung  in  it.

And  the  choice  of  the  V  erf  on  for  that  Work,  was  infinitely  for 
the  dignity  of  the  Art ;  Since  no  lefs  a  Man,  than  the  chief  of 
their  Monarcbs,  and  the  greateft  of  their  Conquerors,  was  or<* 
dained  by  God,  to  be  their  Poet  and  Mulician  on  that  occa- 
fion. 

And  it  were  eafy  to  prove,  that  the  fame  Celefiial  Spirit  of 
Mufical  Concord  and  Harmony,  was  all  along  cberijhed  and 
entertained  in  the  Cbrijlian  Church,  during  the  very  befi  Times 
of  its  pure  ft  Doctrines  and  Devotions. 

It  will  he  enough,  only  to  mention  one  undeniable  Inftance,  That, 
in  the  Primitive  Age,  during  the  cruelleft  Perfections,  in  their 
moft  Private  and  Nightly  Aftfemblies,  the  Chrifiians  of  that 
early  Time,  as  Pliny  informed  Trajan,  remarkably  difiin- 
gui/Fd  themfelves,  by  their  alternate  Singing  of  Pfalmsy  and 
Spiritual  Songs. 

Such,  Madame,  have  been  always  the  Employments  of  the  Su- 
blime Art  of  Mulick,  to  teach  and  cultivate  Humanity  to 
Civilize  Nations ;  to  Adorn  Courts ;  to  Infpirit  Armies  ;  to 
lnfpire  Temples  and  Churches ;  to  fweeten  and  reform  the  fierce 
and  barbarous  Paffions ;  to  excite  the  Brave  and  the  Magnani- 
mous j  and,  above  all,  to  inflame  the  Pious  and  the  Devout. 

For  thefe  Reafons,  it  has  all  along  receivd  the  Encourage- 
ment and  Favour  of  the  Greatejl,  the  Wifefi,  the  moft  Religious, 
the  moft  Heroick  Perfons  of  all  Ages.  And  it  feems  but  reafonble,

that  it  fhoald  be  fo  ;  that  tbey  Jhould  principally  take  upon  them 
the  care  of  this  Hi^h  -born  Science  of  Tuneful  Sounds  and 
Numbers,  whofe  Souls  are  more  elevated  than  others,  and  feem 
mofl  to  partake  of  that  Natural,  and  Divine  Harmony,  it  pro- 
feffes  to  Teach. 

Tou  fee,  Madame,  what  undoubted  Title  Tour  Royal  High* 
nefs  has  to  the  Patronage  of  this  Art.  It  is  Tour  own  by  many 
rightful  Claims ,  not  only  for  your  High  Birth  and  Royal  Dig" 
nity,  but  for  fomething,  that  is  even  yet  more  Tour  own ;  for 
that  admirable  temper  of  Spirit ,  that  harmonious  fweetnefs  of 
Difpojition ,  that  filent  Melody,  and  charming  Mufick  of  Tour 
whole  Life. 

After  I  have  faid  this,  it  cannot  be  denied,  but  that,  by  in- 
fcribing  thefe  Papers  to  Tour  Royal  Highnefs,  I  have  cbofen  the 
worthieft  and  mofl  excellent  Patronefs  for  thefe  my  Studies,  that 
this  Nation,  or  Age  has  producd.  Xet  I  muft  flill  confefs, 
while  I  Applaud  my  felf  for  the  happinefs  of  my  Choice,  the  am* 
bition  of  it  puts  me  into  Confufion  :  I  am  afbamed  to  think,  that 
to  fuch  a  Patronefs  I  can  prefent  fo  veq  little,  either  worthy  of 
the  Art  I  admire,  or  of  the  Glorious  Princefs  to  whom  I  dedicate 
all  my  Mufes. 

But  for  that  part,  which  concerns  Tour  felf  Madame,  Tour 
own  Goodnefs  and  Benignity,  has  fet  my  Mind  at  eafe,  by  Tour 
generous  Invitation  and  favourable  Promife,  of  accepting  the 

low 
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low  Prefent  I  now  ofer,  and  Tour  Gracious  Affwrance  of  a  per* 
petual  Protection  to  its  Author. 

And  that  alfo,  if  any  thing  can,  may  pojfibly  enable  me  to  fup- 
ply  the  other  Part  better  for  the  future,  and  lift  up  my  Genius 
to  fometbing  more  becoming  the  Majefy  of  the  Art  it  (elf. 

The  two  mofl  Noble  ends  of  Mufick  Vocal  and  Inftrumen* 
tal,  being  either  to  raife  and  nourifb  the  tender,  and  the  Gene- 
rous  Pajjions  of  Love,  Friend/hip,  and  Honour,  among  Men ;  or 
to  animate  our  Affections,  and  to  kindle  the  ardour  and  %eal  of 
our  Devotions  towards  God:  Imuft  own,  that  what  I  now  lay  at 
your  Royal  Highnefss  Feet,  confifts  only  in  fome  weak  Perfor- 
mances of  the  fir  ft  kind. 

I  will  make  no  Apology  for  the  Subjects  of  any  of  them,  tho 
they  are  generally  corner fant  about  Love- Affair s ;  fince  the 
divertifements  and  delights  of  thofe  fofter  Affettions,  when  con- 
ceived in  pure  Thoughts,  and  cloathed  with  innocent  Expreffions, 
have  been  always  allowed  in  all  Wife  and  Good-natufd  Polite 
Nations ;  and  never  any  where  Condemn  d  by  the  truly  Good  and 
Honourable  part  of  Mankind. 

I  dare  affirm,  that  nothing  but  the  unfociable  fullennefs  of  a 
Cynick,  would  ever  exclude  fecular  Mufick,  fo  qualified,  out 
of  Civil  Societies ;  as  nothing  but  the  perverfe  fowernefs  of  a 
Faiutick,  would  ever  drive  Divine  Mufick  out  of  the 
Church.

But  yet,  left  a  Work  of  this  Nature,  tho  perhaps  not  blame* 
able  in  itfelf,  either  for  the  Matter,  or  the  manner  of  it,Jlould 
however  feem  to  fall  below  what  is  due  to  lour  Royal  High* 
nefs's  Greatnefs  of  Mind,  and  confummate  Vertue :  Give  me 
leave,  Madame,  to  tell  Tou,  lam  preparing,  as  f aft  as  I  can,  to 
make  fome  amends  for  this,  by  a  Second  Mulical  Prefent, 
upon  Arguments  imcomparably  better  :  I  mean  my  Church- 
Services,  and  Divine  Compofitions.

With  them  I  began  my  fir  ft  Touth- 
ful  Raptures  in  this  Art :  With  them,  I  hope  calmly  and  com- 
fortably to  finijh  my  days.  Nor  will  my  Mind  be  ever  at  reft9 
till  I  have  offer  d  them  up  to  God,  for  the  Publick  ufe  of  the  be  ft 
Church  in  the  Chriftian  World,  under  the  Propitious  Autho- 
rity of  Tour  Royal  Highnefss  Name.

Thus  has  our  Ifle  been  longoblig'd  by  Blowl 
Who  firft  with  decent  Modeft y  did  fhow 
In  blooming  Turcell  what  himfelf  cou'd  do.  3 
On  Turcell  his  whole  Genius  he  beftowd, 
And  all  the  Matter's  Graces  in  the  Pupil  flow'd ; 
But  he  unable  long  to  bear  the  Load, 
Oppreft  with  Rapture,  funk  beneath  the  God ;
